Cards  were         for  each  child  enrolled  in  day  schools  — 
public,  prlrate,  parochial  —  lag?  to  and  including  those  21  years  of 
age.  Init  exeluaiTe  of  those  attending  eollegea,  ahowlng  nana,  age, 
sex,  grade,  school  and  residence,  coded  for  census  tract.  Tabula^ 
tions  of  these  five  factors  ~  age,  sex,  grade,  school  and  residanee 
—  were  made.    The  Eesearch  Bureau  of  the  Welfare  Council  has  cob- 
bined  the  data  into  figures  for  health  areas  and  health  center  dis- 
tricts, the  standard  areas  in  use  by  the  Health  Department  and  many 
other  social  and  health  agenciea. 

A  description  of  the  dewloi«ent  of  health  area  statistics 
will  be  found  in  the  introductions  to  the  sereral  ©ildes.  House 
SuBbers  in  Health  Areas,  one  for  each  borough,  published  by  the 
Welfare  Council.
